The Force bill iaall thia. 

Mr. Stevenson'* picture of it ia a true 
one. The Republican leaders themselves 
know it is not overdrawn. The purpose 
of ihe pmjectora of the Force bill in the 
Fifty-first Congress waa to annul local 
control of the electiona, and give Feder- 
al officials, supported by military force, 
charge of the ballot-boxea and voting. 

The plea that the bill waa an innocent 
measure is childish. The most puerile 
defense of It we have aeen ia in the words 
of a Republican contemporary following: 
What waa the ao called Force bill 
which Mr. Stevenson characterises in 
such savage te rm. T Briefly, It provided 
that when a certain number of votara in 
any Congressional district should for- 
mally represent that a free ballot was 
denied by the local authorities, and a 
fair election waa possible only under 
Federal sup.rvi.ion, ibeir petition for 
Federal control of the election machinery 
would la- granted. It did not propose lo 
interfere with Htate or purely local elec- 
tious, but related wdely to electiona iu 
which the entire country hi directly in- 
terested." 

What a propoaition I A fair election 
•' only poaaible under Federal aupervi- 
»ion!" The purpose of the hill waa, 
fir.t, to carry on fraudulent elections, 
and, second, to engraft a doctrine sub 
veraive to our successful system of gov- 
ernment. There is no auch thing aa a 
Federal eleciion, and there ia no consti- 
tutional warrant for the Government of 
the rjttttftl Sutea taking charge of the 
elec. ion of Rep resent all ves in Congress 
or Kleelora of I'reaident and Vice Presi- 
dent. 

Mr Ixslge, the author of the Force 
bill aa it passied the House, la notorious- 
ly an extreme Hamiltonian. He ia in 
favor of the enlargement and a«ertiou 
Of Federal power. He belie vea the Hutea 
should be actually subordinate to the 
General Government. He gnea much 
further than those who admit that the 
relations between the State- and the 
General Government have been changed 
hy the re-nit, of the civil war. Ha 
wants the Slate* completely subordin- 
ated, and that wa. the spirit in which he 
Hiiro luce. I his bill. 

Mr. Hoar, of Maaaachuaetta, who waa 
ihe champion of the bill in the Senate, ia 
another cent raliier. Both Mr. Hoar and 
Mr. l>odge were working on lines laid 
down by Mr. Harrison, and they went to

In l*M) I commenced to gn>w aweet 
p.tuai plants and potatoes. 1 had U> 
send U» i inctnnntl ftir seed. As seed In 
the spring was always dear. I trie.lto 
save mv own seed. 1 tried In various 
ways, packing them in Is.xe* and 
l.arrols. some In sand, some In saw .lust 
and shavings, but had no MMMMa 
Some would heat and some would 
chill; I could not hit upon the right 
temperature, mi I concluded to build a 
potato house for kecpingswect poMMM 

I built » house rtUM feet, setting it 
up off the gfoaad the same as a corn
